PROMPT ACTION ON 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION 


W 


E HOPE the Commissioners are working consci- 
entiously and faithfully to prepare a liquor ordi- 
nance that will meet the popular demand for a 
reform and limitation of the saloon business, 


and we would suggest the wisdom of acting without de- 
Jay. 
Of course it takes time to work out all tne aetans 


of a plan which revolutionizes the present system, to say 
nothing of giving a hearing to al! the civic bodies having 
views to present, as well as the liquor men, who are en-

longed till it degenerates into an interminable dispute 
about non-essentials and side issues. 


The main features of the new ordinance have been 


decided on in the public mind, and there is every reason 
to believe that the Commissioners propose to give them 
effect. 
Having reached this point action should be taken 


ai as early a mornfenl a*> it> pia&uoauic. Av/uun vvm paoii> 
a popular agitation which is reaching into all sorts of 
angles and bringing to the fore a diversity of opinions in 
regard to minor details and exttraneous matters not ger- 
mane to reforming the retail liquor traffic. The demand for 
reform was thus formulated in the beginning: 


One-No saloons in residence districts. 
Two-Reducing the number of saloons from 397 to 


200. 


Three-Increase in the license from $500 to $1000 a 


year, with such other regulations as would facilitate po- 
lice supervision and control and abate a number of evils 
which have crept up in the conduct of saloons of a cer- 
tain class. 


This is a sweeping reform to be put into effect all at 


once. It is a radical reform. 
From svey point of view it 


is a betterment of moral conditions which all must ac- 
knowledge and which should be heartily approved by

The Commissioners charged with the duty of giving leg- 
islative form and effect to so sweeping and effectual 
remedy for conditions obnoxious to moral sentiment de- 
serve credit if they go so far. Public opinion should not be 
too exacting, nor should vital reforms be endangered by 
insisting upon measures so radical as to cause reaction. 
Every step should be in the right direction, leading to 
moral purity, good order and social impovement. 


We hope the Commissioners are in accord with public 


sentiment in the general purpose in view and are striving 
to work out the problem to accomplish the results aimed 
at with as little friction and confusion as possible. The 
civic bodies should lend them every activity in their ef- 
forts to clean up the town, and without criticism till 
purpose has been crystal ized into action. On the other 
hand, action should follow swiftly upon decision. For their 
own peace of mind, the Commissioners should introduce 
and oass an ordinance reducing the saloons to two hun- 
dred without delay. Remember opposition comes from 
both sides. To rid themselves of pulling and hauling from 
opposite sides, and institute a measure of practical reform 
which will insure beneficent results, the Commissioners 
should go ahead without letting grass grow under their 
feet. 
Their work will speak for itself. 
By it they must 


stand or fall regardless of what disputants may say in 
advance. The solid forces of the community will approve 
and stand by it if it be good. If it be otherwise, popular 
condemnation will inevitably follow. 


THE TRIBUNE hopes the Commissioners intend to 


do right. Let them go ahead and do it.

the course to involve the public business in confusion. He claims 
that he automatically became Governor when the Assembly voted 
to present Governor Sulzer to the Senate for impeachment. 
Whether his claim is well or ill-founded will be for the courts to 
decide. But Glynn is not willing to let the courts decide. He 
construes the constitution to suit himself and naturally to his 
own advantage. That is the Mexican way. Sulzer has shown a 
better spirit He proposed to Glynn that an agreed case be pre- 
sented to the Court of Appeals so that a prompt decision might 
be rendered and the dispute as to who has the right to exercise 
the functions of Governor settled at once. Obviously this is the 
right thing to do, but Glynn refused to co-operate in bringing the 
controversy to a head. Tammany Hall has adjudged him to be 
Governor and by the decision of Tammany he stands regardless 
of the public interests and contemptuous of the appeal to his 
patriotism.
